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Council MeetingSmooth County Named 


— Much Discussed 


The regular meeting of the 
Elba City Council was held 
Tuesday night with all mem- 
bers present. The meeting 
lasted until after 11:00 p.m., 
but there was anair of harmony 
throughout the entire meeting 
as a number of different is- 
sues were discussed and sev- 
eral people appeared before 
the cougcil. 

The first item on the ag- 
enda was a report from new 
Recreation Director Bo Duna- 
way. Dunaway gave the coun- 
cil a progress report, a list 
of needed ‘repairs, and sug- 
gested some directions for ex- 
panding the program, including 
additional tennis courts and 
game tables in the recreation 
center. City Clerk Jack Pres- 
cott noted that the recreation 
budget was $600 in the red at 
this point. 

D. M. (Dud) English told 
the council of the status of the 
present Urban Renewal. pro- 
gram. The City of Elba is 
operating with a $49,000 grant 
in this area, and the first pro- 
ject is bujlding sidewalks along 
areas leading tothe elementary 
school. Healso explained plans 
for the additional positive and 
requested grants. These will 
be used (until the money runs 
out) for upgrading substandard 
housing in Elba. English ex- 
plained to the council just how 
this program works. 

Mrs. Mary Flowers met 
with the council and explained 
a new federal program on rent- 
al houses. This program al- 
lows owners of existing homes 
to rent to low income fami- 
lies, and funds from the pro- 
gram will supplement the rent 
up to’a fair monthly rental. 
The utilities will also be paid 
by the program. Houses inthis 
program must meet certain 
standards and be inspected an- 
hually by officials of the Hous- 
ing Authority, according to 
Mrs. Flowers. Coffee County 
has been approved for 507 of 
these units with 220 of them 
alloted to Elba. 

The council approved the 
drafting of a resolution com- 
mending all city employees for 
“a job well done” during the 
recent hurricane. The reso- 
lution will be drafted by City 
Clerk Jack Prescott, signed 
by the mayor and council and 
presented to each employee. 

A short discussion center- 
ed around residential zoning 
or issuing permits for houses 
in areas prone to flooding in 
high water. It was explained 
that housing permits must be 
issued for each project and in 
such area the home must be up 
above the high flood mark.

1,000 Families Ask 
For Help in County 


Mrs. Lucille McMinn, 
Director of the Coffee County 
Pensions and Securities, anno- 
unced on Tuesday of this week 
that her office had handled 
over 1,000 requests from 
Hurricdne Eloise Victims. 
The first time around these 
were needing a number of im- 
mediate forms of assistance, 
including food, shelter, clo- 
thing and household supplies. 

During the period after 
President Ford declared Cof- 
fee County in the disaster 
area, 750 people signed up for 
relief from such agencies as 
SBA, Farmers Home, IRS, and 
ethers. Mrs. McMinn reported 
exceptional cooperative assis- 
tance from the _Red Cross. 


Industrial Board. Cannon's ap- 
pointment was a re-appoint- 
ment; the appointments are for 
‘four-year terms.

Jake L. Morrow was ap- 
pointed to the Hospital Board 
for a five-year term, replacing 
James Martin, who had asked 
not to be re-appointed.

Avery Jackson was named 
dog catcher and license in- 
spector, replacing the late 
Clarence Parken. 

A short discussion on the 
monthly revenue from the I1¢ 
sales tax revealed that the 
August check from the State 
of Alabama was for $11,508.76 
and the September‘ check was 
$7,457.06. One was high and 
the other low, but the average 
was about the same for that 
time of the year, according to 
Prescott. 

Councilman Ben Carpenter 
asked that monthly reading of 
retail gas pump meters be re- 
sumed at all gas stations. He 
expressed a feeling that some 
companies may not be submit- 
ting a true report, and this 
would remove all doubt. Most, 
if not all, of the reports dre 
filed by the gas distributors 
and not by the station owner. 

The routine report by Po- 
lice Chief Johnston led the 
council into a lengthy discus- 
sion on the need for more 
money and/or cutting expendi- 
tures. Finally the matter was 
tabled until the next meeting 
with each councilman asked to 
think of suggested ways of-cut- 
ting the expenses.

Part Of Storm

President Gerald Ford has 
declared 12 counties in South- 
east Alabama to be a major 


disaster area, it waS announ- 
ced by Congressman Bill 
Dickinson 


Dickinson said the 12 coun- 
ties include : Barbour, Bul- 
lock, Chambers, Coffee, Cov- 
ington, Dale, Geneva, Houston, 
Lee, Macon, Pike and Russell. 


Eight of the 12 counties are 
in Dickinson's Congressional 
District (2nd-Al.). 


Dickinson said he was ext- 
remely pleased the President 
had made this disaster decla- 
ration and said he hoped those 
persons who were affected by 
Hurricane Eloise would soon be 
receiving disaster assistance. 


The Alabama Congressman 
said the Federal Disaster As- 
sistance Administration (F.D. 
A.A.) would establish disaster 
assistance centers in the area 
to provide assistance and cou- 
nseling to individual disaster 
victims, the State of Alabama 
and local governments. The 
“one-stop” centers will be 
kept in operation as long as 
required by the situation

Tax Benefits Available twins Both Get 
To Storm Victims 


Tax penetits are available 
to many Alabama taxpayers 
who suffered property losses 
as a result of Hurricane Eloise 
and the heavy flooding which 
occurred, according to Dwight 
T. Baptist, District Director 
for IRS in Alabama. 

Special provisions of the 
tax law enable taxpayers lo- 
cated in 12 counties--Houston, 
Geneva, Coffee, Dale, Pike, 
Chambers, Covington, Bar- 
bour, Bullock, Macon, Russell, 
and Lee, or parts thereof, 
declared disaster areas by the 
President, to deduct disaster- 
related casualty losses on 


either the current year’s re- 
turn or that of the preceding 
year by filing Form 1040X, 
amended return. 


The law covers losses of 
business property, as well as 
personal property, and extends 
to taxpayers who use either 
a fiscal-year or calendar-year 
basis to file their tax return. 


A free IRS publication 547, 
‘*Tax Information on Disaster, 


‘Casualty Losses and Thefts,’’ 


may be picked up at the Bir- 
mingham office, 2121 8th 
Avenue.

Barksdale stated that his

“Under the new program, 
there will no longer be an ad- 
vantage in purchasing airmail 
postage for domestic deliy- 
ery,” he said. Priority mail 
(now starting at weight in ex- 
cess of 13 ounces), which in- 
cludes air parcel service, and 
international airmail are un- 
affected by the improvement 
program and continue in their 
present form, the pestmaster 
Said. 


“Airmail stamps will be 
sold for use on priority and 
international airmail. They 
can also be ‘used in various 
combinations with other st- 
amps for first-class mail,” 
Said Cooper. 


Customers can exchange 
airmail stamps and stamped 
envelopes and cards at full 
postage value for ordinary st- 
amps, stamped envelopes and 
cards. Stationery bearing air- 
mail indicia will be allowed 
to be mailed at the first-class 
rate, Cooper added.

There have been 6,368 ar-

“Uncle Charlie” Subject Of Army Article 


A walk that is brisk with 
the help of a cane. A laugh 
that causes the chest-length 
beard to twitch, and a voice 
that comes across loud and 


clear are only a few of the 
ways to describe a gentleman 
that is 122 years young. 
Charlie Porter, or better 
known by people in Elba as 


“Uncle Charlie” is the man who 
accredits his longevity to tak- 
ing one day at atime andtrust- 
ing the Lord. 

Born in 1854 into slavery, 
Uncle Charlie has been a life- 
long resident of Alabama. “My 
earliest recollection was liv- 
ing with a Potter family inGor- 
don, Ala.,” Uncle Charlie said. 
“I don't remember who my 
mother and father were be- 
cause I was sold as a child. 
The Potters were my mammy 
and daddy.” 

Uncle Charlie remained 
with the Potter family for just 
a few years. Exactly how long 
he doesn't 'recall. He wasthen 
sold to a Porter family. ay 
loved those folks,” said Uncle 
Charlie. “They were good 
to me. I stayed withthe Porters 
as long as I could after Mr. 
Lincoln had us freed. I did my 
work and was happy doing it.” 
Moves to Elba 

Uncle Charlie doesn't quite 
remember the year he movedto 
Elba, but according to some of 
the older citizens intown he has 
been around ever since they can 
remember. Retired Judge J oO 
English, who is 91 said, “Uncle 
Charlie was a grown man when! 
was just a child. I can't even 
think back to a time when he 
wasn't around.” 

Jesse Blcoker, a retired 
mail carrier said, “When I 
started carrying the mail in 
1907 Charlie Porter was on my 
route. Charlie was 54 then 
When I retired from the mail 
route in 1959 Uncle Charlie 
was still on my route.” 
Lifetime of Work 

Uncle Charlie has spent 
most of his life keeping busy 

“Work never hurt anybody,’ "he 
Said. “I can’t do like I use to 
but I make it all right.” 

As a younger man he worked 
in a mill-stream gin. This was 
relatively easy compared tothe 
job he did later in life. For

doesn’t have any children of 
his own, he considers the 
people in the town of Elba his 
children. He talks about peo- 
ple like Bill McCollough, a 
local merchant from whom he 
buys his groceries, as one of 
his boys. Judge English and 
his sons are boys to Uncle 
Charlie also. 

“They come to see me 
sometime,” Charlie said, “and 
I'm always glad to see them. 
I consider all the folks around 
here, white and colored, my 
kids, but I have been around 
white folks most of my life.” 
Married Once 

“I was married years ago 
to a woman by the name of 
Ouida,” said Uncle Charlie, 
“but we never had any kids. 
Ouida has been dead now for 
more years than I canremem- 
ber.” According to Jesse 
Bicoker, the best he can re- 
member, Uncle Charlie's wife 
has been dead for about 40 
years. 

Firm Believer 

The ex-slave is a firm be- 
liever in the Bible and educa- 
tion “When I was coming 
on,” he said, “black folks didn't 
get no education and few of the 
white folks did. Everything I 
learned from the Bible some- 


one had to tell me, and today 
young folks can read it for 
themselves. I've lived a long 


prior to their win over Brun- 
didge. The meal was enjoyed 
by team members, coaches 
aud managers, and the pub- 


time and seen a lot of changes 
but folks today got the best time 
I ever saw.” 

Prize Possession 

Probably the most prized 
possession the old Negro owns 
is his Bible. Several years 
ago his home burned down and 
everything in it was lost. “I 
lost my Bible in that fire,” 
he said, “but my white boys 
bought me a new one. They 
look out for their Uncle Char- 
lie.” 

Main Boy 

Althougk Uncle Charlie 
claims the people in Elba as 
his family he considers George 
Wallace as his ma boy. 

“George is my boy,”s -d Uncle 
Charlie. “George C. Wallace 
has gone further and done more 
for people than anyone else.” 

Charlie got to meet the Ala- 
bama governor recently when 
Cornelia Wallace Day was held 
in Elba. 

Through the years Uncle 
Charlie has acquired the ability 
to read a little. “Whenever 
he comes to town he always gets 
a copy of the Montgomery Ad- 
vertiser,” said Jesse Blocker. 
“That paper usually covers a 
lot about Wallace and since that 
is his main subject all thetime, 
that’s the paper he wants.” 

“It is unusual not to see 
Uncle Charlie in town every 
day,” said Bill McCollough. 

“He used to walk, but lately 
he has been catching a ride, 
and since everyone knows him, 
that isn’t a problem. He will 
come in and maybe get some 
groceries, talk about Wallace 
for a while and then move on. 
Uncle Charlie always has his 
Sack over his back whether 
he is coming to town or is 
leaving town. I don’t think I 
can ever remember seeing 
Charlie without it.” 

Being 122 years old doesn't 
seem to get Uncle Charlie 
down. He lives aloneandtakes

care of himself mostly. Occa- 
sionally he will have visitors 
stop by. 

“Lots of those soldiers 
from over at Camp Rucker 
come by to see me,” Uncle 
Charlie said. “They are my 
boys, too. I like to have them 
stop by, sometimes they will 
bring me soda water, and we 
will sit around and talk. That 
camp sounds pretty good. I 
hear that the boys get to eat in 
a big kitchen and it doesn’t 
cost them anything.” 

Charlie has never served 
in the military, but it wasn’t 
because he didn’t try. During 
World War I he tried to enlist 
but was sent back home because 
he was too old. 

“They told me to go home 
and get some of those younger 
boys. I went back and told the 
boys, but the next day I was 
the only one that turned ‘up, 
and those folks still wouldn't 
let me join,” Uncle Charlie 
Said. 

Reflections 


Reflecting upon his long 
life, Uncle Charlie said it has 
been pretty satisfying. “If I 
could change anything at all, 
it would be the fact that I never 
got to go to school,” Uncle 
Charlie said. “It wouldbenice 
to be able to read the Bible 
through without having to have 
someone else tell me what is 
written down on each page.” 

Uncle Charlie also feels 
that things are so much easier 
now than they used tobe. “I can 
remember,” he said, “when I 
was prcud to get a gopher to 
eat, because only rich folks 
could have chicken. Now ev- 
erybody can have chicken when 
they want it. I have lived a 
long life, but it is getting easier 
all the time.” 

Though slavery, five wars 
and 23 presidents have passed, 
Uncle Charlie liveson... Long 
live Uncle Charlie! 
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
